' FOR THE YEAR 1951 


SOUTHBOROUGH, MASSACHUSETTS 


To the voters of the Town of Southborough: 


This report concerns the operation of your Town and the spend- 
ing of your money. We suggest you read it carefully. The money 
you appropriate will determine your tax rate. 


Your Advisory Committee is daninoaed of a group ‘of taxpayers 
like yourselves. We have spent many hours in detailed study of the 
budget and warrant articles and in considering each request the 
Committee has tried to be guided by the actual need of the Town 
as well as what the Town can afford. . 


We are faced with the problem of building new schools because 
of the increased enrollment in the primary grades. The Advisory 
Committee is of the opinion that a new elementary school should be 
built without delay and that new high school facilities should be 
planned within two years. We do not believe that at the present 
time the Town can afford to scrap all of its older school buildings 
and replace them with new modern buildings. We feel that if neces- 
sary repairs and replacements are made some of our school build- 
ings can serve for a longer period of time. 


In addition to the sums of money to be voted upon and included 
in the Warrant for this Annual Town Meeting there are two Articles 
which remain outstanding from the action taken at the Special Town 
Meeting of October 23; 1950. Tax Commissioner Henry F. Long has 
not approved the transfer from the Excess and Deficiency Account 
of sums of money for the following purposes: —

Section 6: No person, firm, or corporation shall connect to 
any source of electrical supply, any wire to be used for the dis- 
tribution of electricity for light, heat, or power purposes until 
permission to do so has been given by the Inspector of Wires. 

Section 7: Whenever, in the opinion of the Inspector of 
Wires, any electrical conductors or appliances used for the: 
distribution or consumption of a current of electricity for 
light, heat, or power purposes are in a dangerous condition, he 
is hereby authorized to cause the current to be shut off, if the 
existing defect is not remedied within a reasonable time after 
written notice has been given to the owner or user of such de- 
fective conductor or appliance. 


Section 8: The Inspector of Wiring shall perform such 
other duties and have such other powers as may be imposed 
- or authorized by law.”

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN 
1950 ' 


To the citizens of Southborough; 


The Board met for the first Hee on Wednesday, March. 22, 
1950 with Philip W. Burke, Alton B. Spurr, and Herbert E. 
‘Harrington present. Mr. Harrington was again chosen Chair- 
poe Henry D. Pietrasiak again appointed as Clerk of the 
oar 


During the year the Board held ‘eeenty: four regular meet- 
ings as well as thirty eight special meetings. . 


Approximately 1,750 feet of. highway were completed toward 
the west on Southville Road under our Chapter 90 construction 
program. As provided by vote of the Town, a new 31% ton 
Reo dump truck was purchased by the appointed committee 
for use of the Highway Department. Over $600.00 were spent 
during the year on a major overhaul of our 1936 Autocar 
truck. It is the opinion of this Board that this truck should — 
be replaced in 1952. Its age and constant use make it an ex- 
pensive piece of equipment to.maintain, and with this in mind 
we have attempted to build up the Road Machinery Account. 
’ A 750 gallon centrifugal pump was installed on our Ladder 
truck, and a Deluge set was purchased for the Fire Department. 
In this latter regard, the purchase price of the Deluge set was 
inadvertantly charged against the Fire Department Mainten- 
ance account, which fact was not discovered until after the 
Town books had been closed for the year. The sum of money 
appropriated for the Deluge set is, therefore, Demy returned to 
the Excess and Deficiency account. 


A new automatic oil heater was installed in the Fayville 
Hall and has proven most satisfactory. The Board feels that 
a modern heating system should also be installed in the Town 
Hall as soon as possible. Due to the increased use of the Hall 
by the schools, and because of our old and obsolete equipment, 
i pees of the Town Hall is costing us far more than it 
should. 


A contribution of $2,700.00 from St. Mark’s School was re- 
ceived during the year and was acknowledged with thanks by 
this Board on behalf of the Town. 


Miss Doris Allen, who was appointed as life guard in charge 
of the Fay pool, served faithfully and well. Sincere thanks 
are due Mr. Reinke and the Trustees of the Fay School for 
the use of the pool. 
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The Traffic Division of the Department of Public ‘Works, 
after another survey, finally agreed that the intersection of 
Main Street, Cordaville Road, and Marlboro Road should be 
made a stop-and- enter crossing in a north and south direction. 
This was done and has helped materially to decrease the 
accidents at this crossing. 


After many years of service to the Town as Tax Collector 
member of the Board of Health, and Town Accountant, Mr. 
Fred W. Bridges found it necessary to resign as Accountant, 
due to press of private business. Mr. Fred L. Baker was ap- 
pointed as Town Acountant and took over this work on October 
first. - 


Our sincere thanks again to all Town Boards, Officers, and 
Departments for another good year’s work done together in 
the interests of our Town. The Parent-Teachers Association 
have. as usual, worked hard and successfully for the children 
of Southborough.

I submit: herewith my report of an audit of the books and 
accounts of the town of Southborough for the period from 
June 27, 1949 to August 20, 1950, made in accordance with the 
provisions of Chapter 44, General Laws. This is in the form 
of a report made to me by ee Herman B. Dine, Assistant 
Director of Accounts.

Sir: . 
As directed by you, I have made an audit of the books and 
accounts of the town of Southborough for the period from 


June 27, 1949, the date of the previous audit, to August 20, 
1950, and report thereon as follows: 


The records of financial transactions of the several depart- 
ments receiving or disbursing money for the town or com- 
mitting bills for collection were examined, checked, and veri- 
fied by comparison with the reports and records in the town 
accountants’ office. 


The accountant’s ledgers were analyzed, the appropriations 
being checked to the town clerk’s records of financial votes 
passed, and a- balance sheet, showing the financial condition of 
the town on August 20, 1950, was prepared and is appended 
to this report. 


The books and accounts of the town treasurer were exam- 
ined and checked. The recorded receipts were analyzed and 
compared with the accountant’s ledgers and with the records 
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of the departments making payments to the treasurer, while 
payments by the treasurer were checked with the selectmen’s 
warrants authorizing the disbursement of town funds. 

The cash book additions were verified, and the treasurer’s 
cash balance on August 20, 1950 was proved by reconciliation 
of the bank balances with statements furnished by the banks 
of deposit, by examination of a U. S. Treasury Bond: and of 
a pian bank book, and by actual count of the cash in the 
office. 


The tax titles held by the town were examined and listed. 
The amounts transferred from the tax levy of 1949 to the tax 
title account were reconciled with the tax collector’s accounts 
and the tax titles as listed were compared with the records 
at the Registry of Deeds. g 


The payments on account of debt and interest were com- 
pared with the amounts falling due during the period of the 
audit and with the cancelled securities on file. 


' The savings bank books and securities representing the 
investments of the trust and investment funds in the custody 
of the treasurer were examined and listed, the income being 
proved and the withdrawals being verified. In checking the 
securities it was noted that the town has an investment of 
$25,000 in U. S. certificates of indebtedness in its Post-War 
Rehabilitation Fund which certificates matured on October 
1, 1949, and that as of August 20, 1950 they had not been 
presented for collection, interest on these securities having 
ceased on October’ 1, 1949. An examination of the balance 
sheet shows a bequest of $1,000 from Clarissa F. Clapp for 
charitable purposes and cemetery perpetual care bequests of 
$1,650.00 which have not been invested, although the matter 
was called to the attention of the treasurer during thie period 
of the previous audit. 


The books and accounts of the tax collector were examined 
and checked. The tax and excise accounts outstanding ac- 
cording to the previous examination, as well as all subsequent 
commitment lists, were audited and reconciled with the war- 
rants of the assessors committing the accounts for collection. 


The collector’s cash books were footed, the payments to the 
treasurer by the collector were checked to the treasurer’s and 
the accountant’s books, the abatements were compared with the 
assessors’ records of abatements granted, and the outstanding 
accounts were listed and reconciled with the accountant’s 
ledger accounts. 
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‘Verification of the outstanding accounts was made by send- 
ing notices to a number of persons whose names appeared on 
the books as owing money to the town, and from the replies re- 
ceived it appears that the accounts, as listed, are correct. 

The records of licenses and permits issued by the selectmen, 
the town clerk, and the health department were examined and 
ser and the payments to the State and the town were 
verified. 


The surety bonds of the officials required by law to furnish - 
them were examined and found to be in proper form. 


In addition to the departments mentioned, the books and 
accounts of the sealer of weights and measures, as well as of 
the police, highway, public welfare, school, library, water, and 
cemetery departments, were examined and checked, the pay- 
ments to the treasurer being verified. 


Appended to this report, in addition to the balance sheet, 
are tables showing reconciliations of the treasurer’s and the 
collector’s cash, summaries of the tax, excise, tax title, depart- 
mental and water accounts, as well as tables showing the. 
transactions and condition of the trust and investment funds. 


During the audit cooperation was extended by all town offi- 
cials, for which, on behalf of my assistants and for myself, 
] ‘wish to express appreciation.

In order that the town may take advantage of invoice cash 
discounts and thereby realize a substantial savings, I would 
strongly urge all town officers and department heads to check, 
approve and forward such invoices. for payment as soon as 
possible after they have been ‘received.

ployees and others for their appreciated cooperation since my 
appointment to this office on October 1, 1950.

4: Every corporation or person proposing to place 
wires designed to carry a current of electricity for light, heat, 
or power purposes within a building, shall give notice thereof 
to the Inspector of Wires before commencing any work. Notice 
shall indicate the general character of the proposed installation, 
and the number, rating and kind of current consuming devices 
to be connected. Upon receipt of such notice a permit for the 
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commencement of work as described shall be issued by the’ 
Inspector of Wires if all legal requirements have been observed. 
There shall be a fee of one dollar ($1.00) for each such permit 
due and payable when issued. 


Section 5: No conduit either within or connecting to build- 
ings, or any wiring within or between two buildings to be used 
in connection with the distribution of current for light, heat, 
or power, shall be covered until a written permit therefor has 
been issued by the Inspector of Wires, and such permit posted 
in a conspicuous place on or within the building so wired. 


Section 6: The wiring of any building for light, heat or 
power, shall not be approved until the installation of all fire 


- stops and all metal piping for any purpose whatsoever, whether 


or not covered with insulating material, shall have been 
accepted by the Chief of the Fire Department. 


Section 7: No person, firm or corporation shall connect to 
any source of electrical supply any wire to be used for the dis- 
tribution of electricity for light, heat, or power purposes until 
permission to do so has been given by the Inspector of Wires. 


Section 8: Whenever, in the opinion of the Inspector of 
Wires, any electrical conductors or appliances used for the dis- 
tribution or consumption of a current of electricity for light, 
heat or power purposes are in a dangerous condition, he is 
_ hereby authorized to cause the current to be shut off, if the 
. existing defect is not remedied within a reasonable time after 
written notice has been given to the owner or user of such 
defective conductor or appliance.”

Article 1. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Board of Selectmen to accept as a gift to the Town, a United © 
Nations Flag, or do or act anything in relation thereto. (Pro- 
posed by the United Nations Flag Committee.) 


After a vote of the Town, Mr. H. Allen Larsen, pastor of 
the First Federated Church of Southville, presented to Mr. 
Herbert E. Harrington, chairman of the Board of Selectmen, 
who accepted the flag in behalf of the Town. 


Article 2. To hear a report of the Dump Committee and 
take such action and appropriate such sums of money as the 
Town may vote, or do or act anything in relation thereto. 
(Proposed by the Dump Committee.) 


Reports were read and explained, relative to dump sites in- 
vestigated, by Dr. Timothy P. Stone and Mr. Burton B. Derby. 
It was voted to accept the report as one of progress.

c. If, in the opinion of the Town Collector, suit should be 
brought to establish or collect any such account, the col- 
lection of which by him is not specifically authorized by the 
provisions of the General Laws, he shall notify the Select- 
men in writing. 

d. The Town Collector shall semi-annually, on the fifteenth 
days of January and June, and at such other times as they 
require or direct report to the Selectmen upon all uncol- 
lected accounts in his hands. In addition, his January re- 
port shall contain a description of the action taken on all 
such accounts during the preceding year and shall be en- 
tered in the annual Town Report as a part of the report of 
the Town Collector. 

e. Nothing herein, except as specifically provided in and here- 
of, shall limit or expand any powers or duties heretofore 
granted or imposed by the provisions of any General or 
Special Law, to or upon the Town Collector or any board, 
officer, committee or employee of the Town; and nothing 
herein shall require changes in any forms heretofore in 
use by the Town Collector or by any board, officer or em- 
ployee.” 

or do or act anything in relation thereto. (Proposed by the 

Town Counsel.)

Article 23. To see what action the Town will take under 
the provisions of the Housing and Rent Act of 1950, which 
act requires affirmative action by the Town if Federal rent 
controls are to be continued within the Town after December 
81, 1950, or do or act anything, or pass any vote or resolution 
in relation thereto.

To the Honorable Board of Selectmen, 
Town of Southborough, Massachusetts. 


Gentlemen: 


ea of Health submits herewith a report of its work 
in 1950: ‘ 


A meeting has been held each month throughout the year 
with all members of the Board present. 


In.the Spring the best attended Well Child Conference was 
held since the inauguration of this phase of our program fif- 
teen years ago: 31 children at Fayville, 35 at Cordaville-South- 
ville, 31 at Southborough. A total of 97 children were exam- 
ined by the school physician assisted by the school nurse, Mrs. 
Rachel Hosmer. We wish to express our appreciation to Mrs. 
_ Ronald Nelson of Cordaville for the privilege of the use of her 

home for the clinic there, and to the Southborough Village So- 
ciety for the use of the Community House. To Mrs. Mary 
Baker, R. N. and Mrs. Edward Kehew for making the ap- 
pointments, and to Mrs. Cortland Ruggles who was our volun- 
’ teer Dental Hygienist we owe our thanks. Miss Mary Deviney, 
Nutritionist from the Massachusetts Department of Public 
Health completed our staff. The next Conference will be held 
in May 1951, and children from 6 months to 6 years of age are 
invited. 

The Spring and Fall rubbish collections were well handled 
under the direction of the Highway Department. 


The survey of restaurants started in 1948 is now a well- 
established routine of the Board of Health Program. Two 
tours of inspection were made in 1950 and it is very gratifying 
to find the restaurateurs cooperative and anxious gradually to 
bring about the maintenance of significantly higher standards 
than those which existed when the inspection program was 
started. 


New legislation has been passed regarding Nursery Schools 
which are now inspected and licensed by local Boards of 


Health. 
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The growth of Southborough has made it necessary to add 
territory to the garbage collection route which is so well served .

There are, however, several dead elms that must be removed 
this year. These tend to become a breeding place for elm bark 
beetles which are believed to be carriers of Dutch Elm Dis- 
ease.

1950. Our. academic standards continue to improve and we 
feel indeed: fortunate to have the services of a very capable 
teaching staff. The program for modernizing the High School 
laboratory i is nearing completion and the new equipment is in- 
valuable in presenting a far more effective course of instruc- 
tion in'the sciences. 


Peters High School Annex has ‘been painted outside and 
within. The result is a sound investment in adequate main- 
tenance of the physical property and is educationally advan- 
tageous in preserving a cleaner and more pleasant environ- 
ment conducive to better teaching results. 


Your committee continues to strive toward making the 
Southboro School System the best we townspeople can give our 
children.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 
To the School Committee and Citizens of Southboro: 


It is my privilege and duty to submit herewith a third report 
as your superintendent of schools. This report comes at a time 
when Southboro is on the verge of a new era in its educational 
history. By all signs, the Town is about to step forward on a 
vigorous program of renovation of its public school plant. The 
outlook for the future is brighter than for many years. 


Over the past three years the School Committee has been 
bringing about a thorough reorganization of the entire school 
system. Certain personnel problems have been solved. The 
program offered by the schools to the youth of the Town has 
been broadened to include curriculum areas generally found in 
other communities but not included heretofore in Southboro. 
Science, safety, and physical education have been introduced 
in the grades. In the high school similar action has taken place. 
An expanded extra-curricular program has been made avail- 
able to the student body and is contributing to the morale of 
the school. Teaching assignments have been regrouped to pro- 
vide greater specialization by departmental instructors. The 
science laboratory has been reactivated and is now contribut- 
ing richly to the experience of students. New courses, such as 
driver education and office practice, are being introduced as 
opportunity permits. We are well along on a four year pro- 
gram to replace all obsolete textbooks with up-to-date equip- 
ment. Constructive change in the educational program is be- 
ing brought about gradually and will continue steadily in the 
future. The next two years will see a broad expansion in the 


‘use of visual and auditory techniques in vitalizing instruction 


at all grade levels. 


As in the two previous years’ reports, the major handicap 
to successful operation continues to lie, primarily, in the short- 
comings of the school plant. Because of the preeminence of 
this problem the major part of the report will be given over to 
a discussion of school building requirements. 

The: Harvard Report 

All citizens, by this time, should be thoroughly familiar with 
the excellent report prepared by the Harvard Center for Field 
Studies on the subject of Southboro School Building Needs. 
The Housing Committee has served the Town well, and has 
provided real leadership in having this careful and interesting 
study made. Dr. Sargent and his staff have been sensitive to 
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local"conditions existing here which might not, possibly, pre- 
vail in any other community. Their report is complete, well 
thought out, and well presented. It should provide a focus and 
blue print for action which the Town can safely follow to the 
letter in this period of building crisis. We commend the re- 
port to you for your careful study and support. 


In line with the recommendations contained in the Harvard 
Survey the Housing Committee is hard at work preparing 
plans for the first unit in the new construction program which 
will be a consolidated middle-grade school to be located near 
Choate Field. It is expected that the public will have an op- 
portunity to vote the actual construction of this building with- 
in the next few months. It is planned that this new school will 
have gymnasium facilities which, besides taking care of its 
own needs, will serve the present high school during the per- 
iod in which the final decision on a regional or a local high 
school is being made. 


The Harvard Study calls for the permanent use of the South 
Union and Peters Annex school buildings. It is with this con- 
oe that the School Committee is particularly concerned at 

is time. 


Renovation Program 


The School Committee reached a conclusion identical to that 
of the Survey two years ago with respect to the South Union 
and Peters Annex buildings. It was clear then, as now, that 
these buildings would be needed on a permanent basis. It was 
advocated that steps be taken over a period of two or three 
years to put these buildings into a maximum state of useful- 
ness and repair. Looking ahead to the time when the entire 
‘school population, outside of these two buildings, will be 
housed in brand new schools, it is clear that the public will 
demand that these two old buildings should be renovated and 
maintained in such a way that they will not compare unfavor- 
ably with the new schools. As a matter of sheer financial 
economy it has been proven time and again that it costs less in 
the long run to keep school buildings in top flight condition. | 


Some progress has already been made in the Annex. Last 
summer the building was thoroughly repainted inside and out. 
All weather joints on the exterior were carefully caulked. The 
building is now most attractive on the inside with the single 
exception of floors and furniture. In order to put the floors in 
good shape it will be necessary to remove all the present 
screwed-down seating, sand the floors to level clean surface, 
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and refinish them in natural wood color with penetrating seals 
and wax. Once this is done, periodic waxing and cleaning will 
keep them relatively free from wear and in an attractive con- 
dition, indefinitely, provided that the school furniture used is 
of a modern movable type. The School Committee proposes to 
proceed in renovating the floors, a few at a time, over the next 
two or three years, replacing obsolete furniture with new as 
the floors are done. To complete the floor renovation in this 
building, it will be advisable to resurface the rough conérete 
floors in the basement corridor and the basement playroom 
with mastic underlayment and asphalt tile. 


Cork tackboards are to be installed in the rear of all class- 
rooms this summer and it is possible that the blackboards may 
be modernized with a soft green writing surface. It is planned 
to provide running hot water in the toilet rooms as a part of the 
coming summer’s work. When and if the Peters High School 
is razed, playground development for this school building will 
become a possibility. 


The South Union School presents a much more serious 
problem. The cost of renovation of this building, however, will 
not even come close to the cost of new construction to replace it. 
There is much heavy remodeling to be done if this building is © 
to be classed as an efficient and satisfactory school. 


The first requirement is for a complete new heating system 
of a type which is both clean and economical. It was planned 
by the School Committee that this particular project should be 
carried through in the summer of 1950 but through a mis- 
understanding it was pushed forward to 1951. Substantial 
savings in the cost of the work would have resulted if it had 
been done on schedule. The School Committee proposes to ih- 
stall this summer a modern oil-fired steam boiler with unit 
ventilators in all four classrooms and in the assembly room. 
Auxiliary radiation will be provided in all necessary locations. 
An appropriate article is included in the warrant this year to 
make this work possible. _ 


The second step calls for the replacement of the present ob- 
solete and unsanitary toilet facilities in the cellar with com- 
plete modern toilet room equipment. In order to accomplish 
this, the space on the first floor now used for a cloak room will 
be walled off into boys’ and girls’ toilets. Because of the small 
size of the present water service it will be necessary to bring 
a new and larger service into the building. This work was and 
is scheduled for 1951 and is covered by an article in the war- 
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rant. The article also includes funds to provide wardrobe 
lockers for storage of pupils clothing since the cloak rooms will 
no longer be available. 


The interior of the South Union School is scheduled for a 
complete redecoration in the summer of 1952 a year after the 
heating installation is completed. The floors in the building 
have been oil-soaked for years and are worn along. the aisles 
and under the desks. A complete floor resurfacing program 
similar to the one recommended for the Annex is ‘proposed as 
an accompaniment to the interior redecoration. 


In 1954 we anticipate that it will be necessary to replace the 
roof of the building completely, together with all roof and 
parapet flashings which are badly rusted out at this time. 
Temporary patching is being resorted to in order to defer the 
cost of reroofing to its scheduled year. At the same time that 
the roof is done the exterior trim and the woodwork should be 
thoroughly painted and all necessary pointing and caulking 
carried through. 


As a final step it is hoped that we may be able to demolish 
the abandoned installations in the basement, and refinish it for 
use as an indoor playroom and a community meeting place for 
boy and girl scout groups and neighborhood organizations. 
Playground development is another outstanding need at this 
building. 


In Conclusion 

Public support for the reorganization work which the School 
Department has already undertaken has been of the highest 
quality. The severest test of public support will come at the 
time of the actual voting of funds for buildings at regular and 
special town meetings over the next four years. All citizens 
should remember that a good community educational system 
is only possible where each citizen accepts a personal respon- 
sibility for bringing the desired end about. No school admin- 
istration can be successful or effective without the bulwark of 
strong public support. We have abiding faith that the Town 
of Southboro will see this job through. On behalf of the entire 
staff of the Southboro Schools I am happy to pledge our utmost 
endeavors in bringing about a first class modern educational 
system when the reorganization is complete. 


No report of this kind is ever complete without acknowledg- 
ment of the fine personal contributions made by the many peo- 
ple who participate in our school program. I would commend 
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the teaching staff as a whole for the fine quality of its devotion 
to our young people and for its untiring efforts in the face of 
many handicaps. Dr. Stone and Mrs. Hosmer provide a con- 
stant interested care of the health of our student body. South- 
boro has been fortunate over the years in having sober, re- 
sponsible men in charge of its school transportation service. 
Our janitors face a difficult task in keeping up buildings. which 
are, in some cases at least, obsolete and rundown. 


_ I should like to pay a special tribute to the wisdom and far- 
sightedness of the Housing Committee. A fine working coop- 
eration has been established between the professional staff of 
the schools and the Housing Committee. This should assure 
maximum thoughtfulness in adapting the new school buildings 
to the educational program which they will house. Many New 
England communities have overlooked the need for this type 
of cooperation to their later sorrow. 


To my friends and employers, the members of the Southboro 
School Committee, I would express again my pleasure in work- 
ing with you and my solid respect for your approach to school 
problems. .

REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL OF PETERS HIGH SCHOOL

Membership 


The largest senior class in the history of the Southborough 
public school system was graduated June 16, 1950, with a 
membership of 33 young men and women. Exactly one-third 
of this group is presently enrolled at institutions of higher 
learning, while two boys enrolled in the armed forces im- 
mediately after receiving their diplomas. Four girls who had 
completed our course in commercial training. were placed in 
business positions, which accounts for one half the 1950 grad- 
uates. : : 
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In spite of the fact that our senior class of 1951 numbers but 
17 students the total enrollment registration for September 
1950 was 163 for grades VII through XII. This was identical 
to the membership for September 1949; and next Fall home- 
room housing by separate grades becomes a physical impos- 
sibility. 

Personnel 

We were fortunate in maintaining singe a complete carry- 
over of our junior-senior high school faculty this year. Mrs. 
Houston, instructor of high school English and Latin, being 
the only new member on our staff. With the departmental or- 
ganization, which was instituted last year, we have thus been 
able to continue curriculum building with teachers thoroughly 
acquainted with the pupils needs, and offerings of the school. 


Scholarships 

Scholarships and prizes in excess of $700 were presented at 
the graduation exercises in June 1950. These included the 
local awards made by the Robinson Memorial Fund, and the 
Southboro Woman’s Club. 


.- It is an extreme ‘pleasure for me to announce that I have 
been notified by Mr. Cameron Bradley that the Robinson Me- 
- morial Fund will double its award this year, making it pos- 
sible for both a boy and a girl graduate to be so honored. These 
candidates will qualify by taking the aptitude tests of the Col- 
lege Entrance Examination Board in March. 


Extra-Curricular Activity 

A well rounded schedule of school activities enabled the 1950 
class to accumulate a fund of $1,500 for their Washington 
Trip. The 1951 class is off to an excellent start in their pro- 
One: and on a per capita basis may do even better finan- 
cially. 

Social, dramatic, journalistic and athletic activities have 
been presented with the assistance of the Student Council 
which makes it possible for pupils i in all six grades to partici- 
pate. 


New Courses 

Tentatively we plan to offer a course in office practice be- 
ginning September 1951 at the grade XII level. Although this 
is the only new course, our new laboratory equipment in the 
science department now enables us to expand the possibilities 
in that field tremendously. Chemistry supplies were procured 
with 1950 appropriations, and physics equipment will be need- 
ed in 1951. : 
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Also during this coming year I recommend that we stress 
the renovation of our home and industrial arts departments. 
In the first two paragraphs of this report I accounted for the 
post-graduate activity of one-half. of the 1950 graduates. 
Through the medium of the home and industrial arts depart- 
ments, we can do much more for the second half of each grad- 
uation class when these departments become more thorongnly 
equipped. 


Preparedness 


Preparation for the armed forces ond civil defense, once 
again I fear, will become a major concern for us in the educa- 
tion of our ‘secondary school youth. Our teachers have been 
alerted, and with this in mind we have started an in-service 
study of “The Evaluation of Secondary Education in Massa- 
chusetts.” 


For the very excellent cooperation of all members of the 
Southborough school system, I am most grateful.

REPORT OF ART SUPERVISOR

I herewith submit my annual report as Art Supervisor of. 
the Southborough Schools. 


When, how, and where, appear to be the major problems 
in planning a constructive, functional, and creative art‘ pro- 
gram today. 


It is the accepted thing to have creative art in the modern 
school. However, with a personnel of all types ‘of teachers; 
those accustomed ‘toa dictated form of lesson, those from other 
systems using various methods, and new teachers fresh from 
training schools; it is sometimes difficult to have a working 
plan harmonious to all and still give the child the right type : 
of art apob 
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When the teacher who is familiar with the dictated type 
gradually sees the value of another form of work wherein the 
child has actually expressed himself, rather than taking on an 
adult personality, much has been accomplished for all con- 
cerned. Again, in some cases, the work can swing the other 
way, and too much freedom is given, resulting in sloppy work 
and unfinished efforts that are worth less than those with the 
proper guidance. This should not happen for if work is properly 
stimulated and guided it will be complete and, more important, 
the lessons learned in the process will be those which we have 
set out to accomplish. 


Most people like to experiment but it is the ae gift of 
young children. With an idea here and there an adult can well 
marvel at the ingenuity of a young mind. When looking. at 
their work we, as adults, may feel the necessity of asking 
just what the picture or form represents, but children know 
what it is all about and can always identify each others work. 
They are very strict critics. Who are we, then, to demand 
perfection according to our standards, when many times their 
os work is superior in creative quality of line, form, and 
color! 


By means of suggested lesson with a planned motive rather 
than a directed lesson plan, growth for the teacher and the 
student is accomplished. As long as a crutch is offered the 
child invariably holds to that and does not get the stimulus 
for creative work, thus retarding progress. I’ve seen so many 
interesting projects develop the past year es eliminating that 
sense of limitation. 


Knowing that children will develop i in many interesting ways 
from suggestions, where they bring in new ideas from outside 
experiences, we help them to develop responsibility. The art 
program is therefore more valuable because we are not only. 
developing art habits but building a finer character in each 
individual in every way possible throughout the school pro-. 
gram. In this manner art is not an isolated subject but an 
integral part of every day living. : 


‘From being on the steering committee of the NESDEC re- 
gional:art study group, I have had many opportunities ‘to talk: 
over and listen to the problems of other art supervisors:: 
This study is to help the elementary teachers and to bring 
them into a closer contact with the working of the art program, 
and to see the advantages in the creative form of expression. 
With workshops headed by trained art personnel gradually 
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being offered in various districts the teacher will have an 
opportunity to work out problems with the information gath- 
ered. The knowledge that others are having and solving the 


same general problems will enable her to return to her class- 
room with more vision and satisfaction. 


Though I have not specified any particular project covered 
during the year there have been many of varied types. We 
are indeed fortunate to have a corps of teachers who are un- 
tiring in their efforts to make the most of what the modern 
system has to offer.

REPORT OF MUSIC SUPERVISOR

I herewith submit my second annual report as Supervisor of 
Music.. 


The general objective of music in the grade schools is to 
cause the original, crude, native interests in rhythm and in 
tone, which characterizes practically every child when he be- 
gins his school life, to develop into a genuine love of music 
based on an intelligent appreciation of its moods, its structure, 
and its notation. , 


-The development of music appreciation is the goal of music 
teaching in the elementary school. Some of the avenues to 
music appreciation are—singing, rhythmic response,. listen- 
ing to music, factual knowledge, creativity and reading musi- 
cal. notation. . - 


Songs in the first three grades are learned by rote. The 
children are led to notice certain fundamental musical effects. 
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The children imitate what they hear as the teacher sings the 
songs for them, they observe what they see and gradually learn 
to find their way in the books. Although songs are learned by 
“rote” the eye increasingly recognizes how the familiar tonal] 
and rhythmic concepts are expressed in notation. 


In the intermediate grades.music reading and part singing 
is introduced. It is based on the idea that our pupils should 
know many beautiful songs and that they should learn them 
quickly and accurately. To accomplish this they must be able 
to read from music notation. There is so much lovely music to 
be sung and played, and so much joy to be had through sing- 
ing, playing and dancing, that we cannot afford to waste time 
in anything less than the quickest and most efficient fending 
procedure in acquiring music reading skill. 


The Junior High School music consists of part singing, music 
appreciation and theory courses. 


The High School music includes a chorus and glee club. The 
glee club presented a Minstrel Show and has provided musical 
entertainment for various P. T. A. programs. A group of these 
students were invited to participate in the Massachusetts 
Music Education’s Association All State Chorus in Worcester 
on February 17, 1951.

I herewith submit my annual report as Physical Education 
Supervisor. of the Southborough Schools. The Physical Edu- 
cation Department offers its appreciation and gratitude to the 
following: Mr. Insani and his pupils for the renovation of 
equipment, parallel bars, vaulting horses etc; The authorities 
at St. Mark’s School for permission to use the tennis courts 
and field adjacent to the High School; The Village Society for 
the use of the community bowling alleys. 
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‘New tumbling mats and repaired apparatus have started our 
program in gymnastics. Tennis and archery instruction was 
begun in the fall.. Much of our archery equipment was donated. 
Use of the bowling alleys has resulted in the organization of 
four annual bowling tournaments; high school boys, high 
school girls, junior high school boys, and junior high school 
girls. 


‘It is the aim of this department to provide activity for as 
many students as possible. We are accomplishing this at all 
grade levels Pye our progressive team sports program. 


High School 
Last spring the girls played an informal softball schedule. 
This year the sport will have varsity status. A boys’ Cross- 
country team was organized and competition arranged with 
other schools. Both boys and girls varsity and junior varsity 
basketball teams played complete schedules. 


; Junior High School : 

Ta addition to baséball and basketball teams an eleven man 
touch football team was inaugurated which played in a five- 
team Junior High School League. - The girls’ basketball team, 
started last year, will continue the practice of playing its sched- 
uled games immediately following the regular high school bas- 
ketball season. The girls’ volley ball team which started com- 
petition this fall will continue with a spring schedule. 


- Grade School 

Last spring baseball teams from Southborough and South 
Union fourth, fifth, and sixth grades held competition. This 
year basketball teams from the two schools will play immedi- 
atley following the regular high school basketball season. 

It is the hope of the department to provide basketball facili- 
ties for the South Union School; and to build an outdoor basket- 
ball court in the rear of the High School for the use of all 
pupils. This will enable the introduction of intramural basket- 
ball during the outdoors season. A Field Day in the late spring 
was held by all grades and will be continued as an annual 
activity.

There 
were thirty-four cases of chicken pox, four cases:of measles, 
one poliomyelitis, one whooping cough, and a few cases of in- 
‘ fectious conjunctivitis. 


The Massachusetts Hearing Test was given this year: Due 
to the excellent cooperation given me by the parents, the re- 
sults of this test were most satisfactory. - 


Without parent cooperation both the éye and ear tests would 
be of little value. 


There were eight students who required either medical or: 
surgical treatment to correct a hearing loss, and one child 
required emergency treatment to prevent a permanent loss of 
hearing. # 


The annual vaccination clinic and the Well Child Conference 
were held in May. 


One boy was sent to Sterling Health Camp for the summer. 

Dr. Webster did the annual dental examinations in October. 

Dr. Stone is doing the annual physical examinations. 

Although the new plan of a thorough physical examination 
every third year is more time consuming than was expected, 
we feelitisa better plan than the Former method of examina- 
tions. 


All students participating in major sports are’ examined: 
annually.
